Three separate traffic accidents | 
over the holiday racked u p the 
first traffic fatality of 1956 in Ne­ 
braska and added two to the 1955 
toll, bringing it to 315 compared 
to 328 in 1954. 
George W. (Bill) Pickerill. 26. of 
1625 So. 11th. was the state’s first 
reported traffic victim for the new 
y ear. He died in a Lincoln hospital 
of inju ries received in a one-car 
accident 
shortly 
after 
midnight 
Satu rday . 
State Trooper John Ay res said 
Pickerill, alone in his eastbou nd 
vehicle, stru ck a gu ard post on 
the sou th side of a small bridge 
4 mile west of Greenwood on High­ 
way 6. The car careened into the 
north gu ard rail, rolled over on 
its top and slid 135 feet along the 
highway . Trooper Ay res said. 
Pickerill was flu ng from the car 
into the bridge railing, the officer 
explained.

Lincoln, says the National Safety Council, con­ 
tinues to b e a national leader in holding down 
traffic deaths—in making its street, safe for peo­ 
ple. 
During the first H months of 1955, the council 
states, Lincoln stood second among all cities in 
the 50,000-100,000 class with 0.2 deaths per 10,(KK) 
registered vehicles, b ettered only b y Medford, 
Mass., 
which got through the period with no 
deaths at ail. Third was Alexandria, Va., with 
0.3. 
It is an enviab le record and Lincoln is justified 
in congratulating itself, for such things do not re­ 


sult from casualness. It means that official Lin­ 
coln has done a superior job tending and policing 
its streets and Lincoln drivers have played a 
strong supporting role, respecting the rules of 
good dri-ing, devoted to the live-and-let-live prin­ 
ciple. 
There is an impressive lesson in it. The nation 
does not have to experience its thousands of traf­ 
fic casualties annually. It does not have to ac­ 
cept the shocking death toll as an irreducib le 
price demanded b y modern travel. If cities like 
Lincoln can maintain traffic in almost total .safety 
in contrast to the national trend, others can, too.

It is b eginning to dawn on the populous urb an 


centers that a lot more needs fixing when it 


comes to agricultural surpluses than has b een 


meeting the eye. 


It has seemed simple to most metropolitan 
consumers that supported farm markets meant 
high cost eating and. of course, surpluses. How 
could the logic fail? The more one paid for gram 
and dairy products the more would have to b e 
charged for the processed end product. And at 
lush prices why wouldn’t farm ers raise all they 
could, surpluses b e hanged. The farmer has had 
little sympathy in such places. They have seen 
him as .* two-Cadillac man at their expense. 


But the Washington, D.C. Post has made a 
discovery. F arm prices have gone down. The 
farm er has received 
his 
come-uppance. That 
should ha .» a taken care of things. 
Something went wTong. 
The Post noted that preliminary studies b y 
the Department of Agriculture 
showed farm 


prices fell 10 per cent last 
year. Retail food 
prices declined only 2 per cent. The farm er now 
gets only 39 cents out of the food dollar com­ 
pared to 5.1 cents in 1945. The farm value of b eef 
shrank from 47.9 cents a pound to 37 8 cent.s the 
past year while the marketing margin increased 
from 22.1 to 28 2 cent.s. 
Moreover, the Post discovered that while a de- 
pres.sed agriculture had little effect =iii lowering 
urb an food cost-., it did not reduce the surplus. 
Mechanization, advanced farm pra- ticps and the 
pressure to make b oth ends meet drove the crop 
producer to greater efforts. 
The Post discovered that there are heavy ■ vast.s 
connected w'Uh transporting, processing and re­ 
tailing the farm er's raw material and that “ these 
costs have no direct relationship to the prices 
paid to farm ers for their product.” 
Old stuff out here, b ut a mighty good discovery 
in the b ig consumer areas 
Perhaps the country 
is getting Its mind cleared and is prepared to 
rationalize its agricultural prob lem. We hope so.

The news of 1955 came to a close with at leant 
one note of inspiration. A truly great .American— 
a man describ ed b y some as the greatest living 
American of today—has reversed an earlier de­ 
rision and has decided to permit the foundation 
which b ears his name to write his memoirs. In 
announcing his unexpected change of mind, (len. 
(ieorge C. Marshall set forth two eonditions with 
which those who actually prepare his memoirs 
m ust comply. 
★ 


Marshall has had maiw opportunities to do his 
memoirs for a fancy chunk of money—oppor­ 
tunities which would line his pockets with more 
than a million dollars, it was said. He has stipu­ 
lated in this decision reversing an earlier attitude 
in which he turned thumb s down 
that not a single dime received 
from the sale of his memoirs 
shall go to him personally. He 
also made it clear that in all of 
the m aterial taken from the voluminous archives 
covering his careeer m the Army, as a special 
emissary to China, and finally as secretary of 
state, nothing shall b e used which might b e- con- 
.strued as injurious to any living person. That is 
strictly in character. While Marshall has found 
himself the target of criticism frequently—some 
of it most ab usive and vitriolic, some of it so 
ab surd as to fall of its own poisonous weight — 
he has 
never permitted himself to reply in kind. 
It is no secret that instead of serving as chief of 
staff, George Marshall yearned for an assignment 
that took him into the field of comb at. But, de­ 
nied this opportunity b ecause of his superior 
qualifications to head up the American general 
staff, Gen. Marshall put b ehind him all personal 
hopes and amb itions and proceeded to b uild the 
greatest arm y America has ever known. 


★ 
He was at his office early and late, day in and 
day out, tied to a desk mob ilizing Lnele Sam's 
great fighting forces, organizing the plans for b at­ 
tle and developing the campaigns which b rought 
victory b oth in the .Atlantic and the Pacifi» areas. 
Marshall never has had the credi. he so richly 
deserves. It is so natural for the American people 
to think of the commander in the field and forget 
entirely the genius of a great leader in the role 
of chief of staff who must assume final responsi­ 
b ility for the success or failure of I ’ncle Sam's 
fighting forces. 
★ 


We have heard George Marshall speak on .sev­ 
eral occasions. Each time that fine mind of his 
revealed such a thorough grasp of the .sub ject 
m atter he was discussing as to arouse the deep­ 
est admiration of those listening to him. On two 
occasions when we were 
pr e s e n t , Gen. M arshall 
spoke for nearly an hour 
without so 
much 
as re­ 
ferring to ii single written 
note, a moving, thrilling story of American par­ 
ticipation m the great struggle which was the 
second world war. Without much effort, we as­ 
sume, Gen. Marshall could pull aside the cur­ 
tains to shed a lot of light on m atters which 
have b ecome highly controversial. And if he de- 
•Sired, we have no doub t b ut what he could give 
hiE version of developments that might lead the 
American people to revise their opinion, possib ly, 
of some highly placed Americans today.

is done in the way of meeting present ;« iid fu­ 
ture demands over the next decade. 
Brogden is presently grappling with this prob ­ 
lem of necHls. Every department or organization 
<onnected with the city is b eing asked to outline 
the requirements of the city as .'^een b y it. Other 
studies are b eing made as to pa.‘4 and future 
population growth and the city s over all ii- 
nancial condition. 
When Brogden s work is completed and laid 
b efore the Planning Commission tor which it is 
b eing done, the financial requirements it repre­ 
sents will prob ab ly b e staggering. There is no 
doub t that to meet all needs, a sub stantial b ond 
issue will b e essential. This, of course, means 
the taxpayers will b e asked once again to pull 
their b elts in another notch and pick up the tab 
on a numb er of million-dollar job s. 
Exactly what program s will 
b e recommended 
b y cittv officials and what they will cost is still 
unknown. However, there is considerab le feeling 
that some projects describ ed as acute needs b y 
certain officials will not b e view'cd as such b y the 
taxpayers. If too lavish a program is presented to 
the voters, the entire offering could b e soundly 
rieteated and the good lost along with the b ad. 
With nrob lerns growing through an increase in 
population, taxpayers are going to b e looking 
for a tighter economy as well as a tighter b elt. 
To receive approval at the polls, projects will 
uot only have to represent acute needs, b ut will 
nei'd to b e classed as essential which cannot b e 
sidestepped.

It i.s pos.sib le that more careful 
consideration might b e given b y 
the City Council to its present pol­ 
icy of neutrality in m atters of the 
Lincoln City Lines 
b e f o r e 
the 
State 
Railway 
Commission. 
It i.s enough 
of a fact that 
It n e e d s no 
proof to s a y 
that t h e City 
Lines operation 
is of vital con- 
c e r n to t h e 
city. A city the 
size of Lincoln 
would b e in a 
sorry state if it 
had no means of mass transporta­ 
tion 
The loss of transit facilities 
would work a distinct hardship and 
inconvenience on thousands of per­ 
sons daily and could b e a severely 
rripphng b low to downtown b usi- 
nes.sps. 
Thus, the city has a lot at stake 
in the transit operation of C i t y 
L i n e s. With this interest, 
t h e 
city’s non-intervention in b us com­ 
pany m atters b efore the Railway 
Commission 
in a y 
b e somewhat 
questionab le. Basically, the city de. 
termined its policy on the assump­ 
tion 
t h a t 
the commission was 
( b arged with the responsib ility of 
fixing rates ancf was a b oard of ex­ 
perts which was more informed 
on questions of rates or lares than 
the Citv Council. 
Whatever its qualifications or re­ 
sponsib ility, however, the coniinis- 
sioti would weigh tlie feelings of 
Lincoln in considering any applica­ 
tion that wt>uld have an econoniio 
effect upon the people of Lincoln. 
On a City Lines application for a 
re hearing on its proposed increase 
in b iKS fare.s, the Council has taken 
no sides b ecause it felt that to ap­ 
prove the re-hearing would indi­ 
cate approval of the increase. On 
the other hand, is it possib le that 


failure to approve the re-hearing 
might lead the commission to b e­ 
lieve the city was opposed to the 
application? 


Perhaps it is just a tool or threat 
of the company, perhaps it is fact­ 
ual. b ut City Lines officials have 
.said that if the company continues 
its downward economic trend, the 
b us operation would b e thrown into 
the lap of the city. Whether true 
or false, the statement places the 
t ’ty right in the middle of b us com­ 
pany matters. Rates particularly

b e the one thing which 
would mean either continued pri­ 
vate ownership and operation of 
the transit system or a municipal­ 
ly owned plant. 
It would .seem tliat it might b e 
wise for the city to

no action, the city could b e hurt­
